KILLED His NEICJIItfOfc. 

Beattic L. Davis Used a Shot- 
gun on Win. Coble With 
Fatal Result. 

Beattie L. Davis and Wm 
Coble, ty/o small farmers, living 
near Antioch Church, on the 
Stoney Creek pike, had a falling 
out some time since and Sunday 
afternoon Coble went to Davis' 
house, when the latter received 
him with a double-barreled shot 
gun, fired two loads of BB shot 
into his body, causing his death in 
a few minutes. Mr. W. S. Pols- 
grove, who was coming along the 
pike at the time, saw the shoot- 
ing, arrested Davis, brought him 
to town and lodged him in jail. It 
is said the trouble grew out of a 
family matter. 

Both men are past the meridian 
of life, Davis appearing to be 
much the oldest, and were near 
neighbors. Coble was originally 
from York, Pennsylvania, served 
during the late war in a Pennsylva- 
nia regiment, for which he was 
drawing a pension. For several 
years he had been running a mark- 
et wagon to this city where he 
was well known. His remains 
were buried Wednesday with the 
honors pf the G. A. R. by the A. 
G. Bacon Post, of this city, of 
which he was a member. 

Coroner Dehoney summoned a 
jury Monday morning, went out 
and held an inquest when the fol 
lowing verdict was returned by 
the jury: 

"We, of the jury, find the dead 
body before us to be that of Wm. 
Coble, and that he came to his 
death from gun shot wounds, the 
gun being in the hands of one B. 
L. Davis."

Childhood is activity personi- 
fied. Activity may be directed, 
misdirected or surpressed. Intel- 
ligent, systematic labor, such as 
manual training gives, directs the 
child's activity into proper chan- 
nels causing him t» become crea- 
tive, to become a producer. To 
be creative is the normal condition 
of childhood. Manual training 
fosters this condition. Through 
inattention to the child's best in 
terests or through inability to di- 
rect his activity into proper chan- 
nels or through indifference in 
regard to results, many parents 
permit children to direct, or 
rather to misdirect their activity 
and they become destructive. 

Misdirected activity is always 
destructive, it is an abnormal de- 
velopment. Suppressed activity 
induces and confirms the habit of 
idleness. There is no dount that 
the majority of idle, lazy children 
are victims of suppressed activity. 
There is no doubt that much of 
the listlessness, inattention and 
idleness of the school-room is the 
result of the suppression of the 
pupil's activity. Idleness is the 
open portal to crime. The re- 
quirements which civilized society 
impo-es upon itself are generally 
elevating in their tendencies, else 
improvement were impossible. 
Society forms ideals and strives 
attain them. To-day, society 
requires that intelligence and skill 
be more closely related than they 
ever were in the past. Intelligent, 
systematic labor fits one for a 
higher sphere in life than he could 
occupy if possessed of mere skill 
only. The more thought one can 
put into the labor of his hands 
the more valuable his labor be 
comes. Manual training enables 
he pupil to put thought into his 
labor. It Is truly pitiable to be- 
hold a human being make of him 
self a michine for the purpose 
only of moving matter from one 
place to another, to see him 
"Rest content in his darkni 
clod." Unintelligent labor is the 
substratum of society. 

Man becomes moral as he be 
comes intellectually and physical 
ly able, that is, intelligent laboi 
promotes morality. With the 
immediate result of his labor 
before him the pupil learn*; to love 
work for its own sake. He acquires 
habits of industry by closing the 
door to idleness. While satislying 
his natural activity he removes 
the temptation to do wrong. Love 
of work and the habit of industry 
are- barriers to vice and crime. 

What induces the voluntary ac- 
tivity of the child? We answer 
that he exerts himself voluntarily 
only when he sees a practical ben 
efit attained as a result of his 
effort. His effort must react upon 
himself either pleasurably or 
profitably. That the child pos 
sesses a selfish propensity is true. 
A selfish propensity is a natural 
endowment which, if unstrained 
until it reaches its extreme, would 
annihilate society. It is only by 
directing the current of selfishness 
into its right channel that the child 
will be lifted to that level of hu- 
manity where he will desire no 
more for himself than he grants to 



others, and will demand for others 
what he himself enjoys. 

Then is he fitted for reciprocal 
union with society. Then is he 
able to help his fellow men and in 
turn receive and appropriate their 
assistance. To be a member cf 
society the individual must be 
willing an J able to co operate with 
others. Co-operation is impossi- 
ble without some knowledge of 
the duties of social humanity. 

In the kindergarten and in the 
manual traning school we have the 
minature of society. Here the 
pupil learns to maintain his own 
rights and to respect the rights of 
others, their associates. Here the 
pupils curb selfishness by learning 
to co operate with each other for 
mutual improvement. Here they 
expend their activity in profitable 
labor which bears the same charac- 
teristics as does the labor of 
practical life of later years, and 
requires, the expenditure of the 
same mental and physical powers. 
Here his powets of mind and 
muscle grow because the condi 
tion for growth, nutriment and 
exercise are present in proper 
quantity and of palatable quality.

Trip of the Congressmen on the

Mainly through the exertions of 
Hon. A.S. Berry, assisted by Hon. 
A. G Caruth, M. C. Lfcle and 
Jas. B. McCreary, a portion of 
the Congressional River and Har- 
bor Committee were induced to 
come to this city on Friday of 
last week to view the work done 
by the Government upon the locks 
and dams in the river. The 
party consisted of the following 
gentlemen: 

Hon. N.C.Blanchard. of Louisi- 
ana, Chairman; Geu. C. H. Grosve- 
nor, Ohio; Hon. L. E. Barnes, of 
Wisconsin; Hon. Binger Herman, 
of Oregon; Hon. J. W. Causey, of 
Delaware; Hon. J. E. Reyburn, of 
Pennsylvania; Hon. W. R. Ellis, 
of Oregon, and Messrs. F. A. G. 
Handy, clerk of the committee; 
H. G. Clement, secretary of Mr. 
O'Neal, of Pennsylvania; Mr. J. 
E. Beall, secretary of Hon. J. D. 
Alderson, of West Virginia; Sen- 
iW Wtn. Lindsay, Hons. A. S. 
Birfy, A. G. Caruth, M. C. Lisle, 
Jas.tB. McCreary and W. C. P. 
BrecVinridge. Accompanied by 
Col. (J. Stoddard Johnston, of 
Louisiille; Gen. Jack Hendrick. 
Maj. Norman. Gen. Lindsey.Gen. 
Hewitt^ and numerous others. 

As we stated in our last issue, 
they were taken in charge by a 
committee of the City Council 
and citizens Fridry afternoon and 
conducted on board of the Gen. 
O. M. Poe, the Government snag- 
boat, and made a run down the 
river to Lock No. 3, viewed that 
work and Lock No. 4, returning 
to the city at 8 o'clock in the eve- 
ning. After spending the night 
at the Capital Hotel, they again 
boarded the Poe the next morn- 
ing at 8:30 and steamed away for 
High Bridge. The boat was pro 
vided with refreshments, both 
solid a id liquid, and Maj D. W. 
Lockwood, U. S. Engineer in 
charge of (he department, Lieu 
tenant H. E. Warterman, U. S 
Engineer i 1 charge of the river, 
and Capt. Jas. F. Browinski. cap- 
tain of the Poe, did the honors of 
the boat and were ably assisted by 
Mayor Tobin, Councilmen Gray, 
Ellwanger, McClure and others. 
The run up the river was greatly 
enjoyed by the visitors, who 
spent the time in viewing the 
splendid scenery, shooting at wild 
ducks, birds, trees on the bank, 
snags, &c. (Councilman Gray hav- 
ing provided numerous guns of 
various patterns for the purpose), 
and listening to Col. J. Stoddard 
Johnston, of Louisville, explain a 
map showing the wonderful re- 
sources of the upper Kentucky 
and the great need for the carry- 
ing of slack water navigation to 
the Three Forks, so that the 
wealth of coal and iron in the 
mountains could be floated out to 
market. On the way the boat 
stopped long enough at Locks 
No. 5 and 6. the latter of which 
stands as a monument to the engi- 
neering skill of Capt. R. S. Bur- 
nett. The committee expressed 
themselves greatly pleased with 
both works and left the impression 
upon the minds of all who talked 
with them that they would favor 
the placing of the river under the 
contract system. 

Just below Lock No. 5 the 
pleasure yacht of Hon. Harvey 
Meyers, of Covington, with that 



gentleman and his wife on buard, 
with several friends, was met, and 
salutes were fired from each boat, 
while the whistles screamed and 
every body cheered and waved 
their handkerchiefs. The scenery 
from this point to High Bridge 
was simply grand and was pro 
nounced by Gen. Grosvenor su- 
perior to any to be seen upon the 
Hudson or in Europe. 

At High Bridge General Su- 
perintendent Geo. B. Harper and 
General Passenger Agent C. D. 
Bercaw, of the Kentucky Midland, 
had a special train in v.aiting and 
the distinguished visitors and al- 
most all on board took the train 
for Lexington. Here a number 
of those trom Frankfort boarded 
the C. & O. train and returned 
home, but the others, after a tire- 
some wait of several hours for an 
engine to pull the train, proceeded 
over the -Kentucky Union R til- 
road to Beattyville, where they 
arrived at 12 o'clock that night. 

The private car of Superinten- 
dent Harper had been literally 
ladened down with refreshmen.s 
before it left this city, which were 
dispensed with a lavish hand by 
Messrs. Harper and Bercaw, aided 
by Mr. Geo. L. Payne, and the 
party feasted royally while the 
train sped through the mountain 
gorges to the head waters of the 
Kentucky. 

After a night's rest at the Nin 
a»veb Hotel the party took the 
train and went out to one of the 
coal mines, which is in operation 
there, and saw where some of the 
finest bituminous co tl in the wor.d 
is being taken out, after which 
they viewed what remain-; ot the 
work done on the river'by the

During a brief visit to the above 
place the first of the week, we 
took a walk around the streets 
and viewed the surroundings and 
could not help but think there 
is a great future for the town. 

The boom which burst there a 
year or two ago hurt it considera- 
bly but it seems to be recovering 
from the effects now. The Her- 
man Lumber Co. have erected a 
large saw-mill there and will in a 
short time erect a furniture facto- 
ry also. Last February the 
Beattyville & Cumberland Gap 
Railroad was opened— a road only 
nine miles long.connecting Beatty- 
ville with the Kentucky Union 
Railroad, where it erosses the 
North Fork of the Kentucky 
river, near Lumber Point — and 
since that time the business of 
the town has greatly increased, 
two coal mines have been opened, 
the population of the place is 
daily increasing in consequence, 
and it need not be surprising if the 
village of about 1,200 soul! of 
to-day becomes a flourishing town 
of 5,000 inhabitants in the next 
five or six years. The Beattyville 
& Cumberland Gap Railroad was 
built by a company composed of 
Messrs. Ed., Robert and Kugene 
Wallace, James and John Amsden, 
les; Judge A. E. Rich- 



ards, of Louisville, and several 
other parties whose names we did 
not learn, at a cost of $1 1,000 per 
mile, and it is earning for its own- 
ers a net profit of $ 1,200 per 
month. Ten car loads of coal 
and lumber are shipped every day 
now and the business is steadily 
increasing. Mr. Winder Monroe, 
who was raised here, is the gener- 
al manager and Mr. Eugene Wal- 
lace, an old scholar of Prof. B. H, 
Sayre, has charge of the transpor- 
tation department. 

While riding on the rear plat 
form of the train, on the way 
home, in conversation with Hon. 
J. E. Reyburn, of Pennsylvania 
he said he did not know of a better 
place for one to settle than Beatty 
ville, and if he knew of a sober, 
industrious young man looking 
for a location he w^uld advise 
him to go there, as he thought 
the town was sure to grow rap- 
idly. He was struck with the 
appearance of the coal mined there 
the moment he entered the office 
of the hotel and saw a large lump 
of it burning on the grate, and 
stood and watched it for a long 
time. He examined it also at the 
mine and said it was the best 
bituminous coal he ever saw 
nearly as hard as anthracite, and 
that he intended to order a lot of 
it shipped to him at Washington 
City for use in his grates. 

The Three Forks Investment 
Company have spent a great deal 
of money there in the last few 
years, and have erected a neat 
little hotel, called the Ninaweb, 
after an Indian chief who roamed 
over the mountains of that section 
in the early days of the State. It 
is now kept by Mr. Frank A. 
Lyons, a former Georgetown boy. 
in very good style, and at reason- 
able rates. The size of our party 
taxed its capecity, however, but 
we believe all spent a comfortable 
night under its roof. 

The location of the town, on 
the side of a hill, is rather a draw- 
back to its spreading out, but 
push and enterprise will overcome 
all obstacles, and Beattyville will 
come to the front in the near 
future.

Mr. Ben W. Johnson, of Louis- 
yille, was asleep in an upper room 
over his livery stable, on Third 
street, in that city, Wednesday 
afternoon, when the building took 
fire from a stovepipe which passed 
through the ceiling. .
